Rven if we limit our view to the legislation of the Pentateuch, we shall find 
jirect evidence of the consideration extended to woman. Against the fict that 
polygamy existed among the Hebrews, must be set the circumstance that the 
rights of females were carefully safeguarded by the Mosaic code. The Penta- 
teych extends to woman a protection as perfect as is secured to her among the 
most civilised communities of modern times. The egis of the Law did not 
shield the Hebrew woman alone, it defended her sisters of an alien race. The 
female captive or slave had her rights, which could not be trampled upon with 
impunity. Indeed, the liberality of the Biblical conception of female worth 
comes out with especia! clearness in those passages which record the history of 
non-Israelitish women. The story of Hagar is one of the most pathetic in Scrip- 
ture ; but its force is enhanced by the circumstance that it is the story of an 
Egyptian, and not of a Hebrew, woman. An angel is.even described as calling 
toher thrice from Heaven. An incident such as this, is itself sufficient to show 
the estimate of female charact2r which prevailed among the Israelites in Biblical 
times.

Belfast, the Rev. Edwin Collins, recently delivered a lecture on Hebrew Litera- 
ture to the Young Men’s Christian Association of that town.

There is much ignorance and misconception con- 
cerning Jews and Judaistn still prevailing among our neighbours, which addresses 
from competent ministers would greatly help to remove. Such addresses 
would do good indirectly, as well ; for they would bring non-Jews in closer | 
contact with some of our best intellects, and tend materially to increase the 
estimation in which Jews are held by the members of other denominations, The 
Rev, Dr. Hermann Adler, some years ago, delivered a valuable lecture before 
the Edinburgh Philosophical Institution, and the Rev. Professor Marks has 
delivered addresses not only. to that institution but to other bodies likewise.

We published last week an interesting letter on the Tailors of the East End 
from Mr. Lakeman, one of the Inspectors of Factories. Mr. Lakeman is deserving 
of the best thanks of the community for the deep interest he takes in this ques- 
tion. A large number of the Jewish poor in London and in other towns are en- 
gaged in tailoring ; and there can be no question that the extreme poverty which 
is too often met with among them is toa considerable extent the result of the 
unsatisfactory conditions under which they are compelled to labour.. That those 
conditions are susceptible of favourable modification is evident from Mr. Lake- 
man’s letter ; and itis encouraging to learn that some sort of organised move- 
ment for the improvement of their position is being attempted by the journeymen 
tailors of the East End. | 


Mr. Lakeman’s description of the lot of the poor Jewish tailor will be con- 
firmed by everyone who is acquainted with the life of our humbler brethren. It 
is only too true that “many of the tailors are foreign Jews who, flying from 
Continental persecution, are compelled ta come to this land of freedom and plenty 
to continue a life of slavery under another form.’’ These unhappy people are’ 
compelled to toil at what can never be a too healthy calling under circumstances 
that unnecessarily aggravate its unwholesome effects. Many of them work for 
masters who are known in the trade as “ sweaters,” and who, being men without 
means, strive to get the maximum of labour out of their luckless workpeople for 
a miniraum of remuneration. Thus the work is very badly paid, and owing to 
this circumstance, the hours of labour are unduly extended. Moreover, the 
tailor has to work inan atmosphere which is far from conducive to health. That 
physicai weakness and frequent distress should follow upon such a state of 
things is not surprising. The great remedy for the evil would be the abolition 
of the middlemen. Combination would doubtless place the tailors in a_ position 
to get their work direct from the “ shops” ;and if this could be achieved, the 
chronic poverty wtich prevails among thein would be sensibly diminished. An 
improvement in their physical condition would likewise follow. 


The continuous progress of the Jewish Working Men’s Club, as evidenced 
by the recently issued report for 1883, is most gratifying, During the past year 
as much as 25 per cent was saved in working expenses as compared with 1832. 
The income exceeded the expenditure by some £238. As many as 2,000 mem- 
bers were enrolled during the year. When the objects of the Club are borne 
in mind, these eloquent figures must be a source of satisfaction to a far wider 
body of persons than its members. The Club rescues from the temptations of 
the public house, the music-hall, and the streets a large number of Jewish young 


menand women. It affords them amusement and recreation of a healthy kind ; 


and it does this without interfering in the slightest degree with their independ- 
ence. The institution is managed as well as supported by the members them- 
selves. Nor is there much danger of the Club fostering undesirable peculiarities 
by its being of an exclusively Jewish character. By its affiliation with the 
Working Men's Club Union, opportunity 1s afforded to the members of fratcr- 
nising with Christians of their own class. The Club has, therefore, Int upon a 
happy middle course, which, while avoiding the evils of over exclusiveness, yet 
guards against the danger of a wholly unrestricted intercourse of Jews and_ 
Jewesses of a susceptible age and their Christian neighbours. The Club is 
quite unique in two respects, it admits female members exactly on the same 
footing as males, and is self supporting without intoxicants being sold on the 


premises. 


The collection of opinions of European scholars on the Scriptural aspect of 
the question of legalising marriage with a deceased wife’s sister, which has been 
recently issued by the Marriage Law Reform Association, contains a very inter- 


esting and learned communication fromm Professor de Lagarde, of Gottingen, on 


the, meaning of the word Wy? in Leviticus xvii, 18. The word is usually 
translated “to vex her ;” but it is by no means certain that the translation is 
quite correct. Professor de Lagarde thinks the word is a denominative from AN¥ 
which occurs in I. Samuel’i., 6, and which, from Arabic analogy, he renders 
« fellow-wife.” Thus the sentence would mean: “ her (Hannah's) fellow-wife 
(i.e, Peninah) caused her anger (or sorrow).’ It follows, aceording to the Pro- 
fessor, that Wy? in Leviticus would mean “to make (her) a fellow-wife i and 
the whole verse might be rendered : “ thou shalt not take a woman In addition to 
her sister, fo make her a fellow-wife, to marry her, together with her, during 


her life-time.’ This ingenious explanation undoubtedly disposes of a difheult 


expression most satisfactorily. It is for scholars to weigh the reasons which 
Professor de Lagarde adduces in justification of his rendering, and to determine 
their validity. 


A statementof the Daily News correspon lent at Suakim has not attracted 
the notice it deserves. The assertion is made, it is true, on the slenderest autho- 
rity, and we have little hesitation in discrediting it ‘ One of Tewfik’s soldiers,’ 
so writes our contemporary, ‘who has just arrived, says that the rebels tore 
to pieces Tewfik’s body, and, in accordance with a superstitious notion, devoured 
his liver.’ Now the rebels are staunch Mahommedans, and such an act as that 
described would be by Mahommedans regarded with the utmost repugnance 
and disgust. We mer:ly draw attention to this incident to remind our readers of 
the credulity with which such statements are often reccived by the 
general public. Christianity itself is not more opposed to the eating of human 
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flesh than is Mahommedanism ; and yet Christians listen to horrible accusations 
which are no more likely to be true than the charges of a similar character 
originally brought against themselves. The incident is, we think, worthy of a 
passing note, as there is no doubt that the ‘ Blood Accusation against the 
Jews had its historical origin in some similar statement, unexamined, and passed 
on from mouth to mouth till it became an article of the popular creed. 


Professor Skeat is at present engaged in the columns of Notes and Queries 


in a controversy on the derivation of the English word “ offal.” This Profesor 
Skeat takes to be the same as “off fall,” and hence “refuse.” It has also been 
pointed out that the Hebrew term 9p79 offers an instance of an analogous trans- 
ference of meaning. Mappal literally means “a falling,” and in Amos vill, 6, 
it means the fruits that fall off the tree on their own accord, or, according to 
others, “chaff.” The Rabbinical np (from the same root 323, “ to fall’) 
signifies “aurium.” A short time back we alluded to the occasional ignorance 
of Talmudic matters exhibited by the ordinary correspondents of our excellent 
contemporary. An amusing instance is afforded by a statement of Mr. Rf. cl. 
Busk. Writing on the Lilith myth, Mr. Busk alluded to the well-known passage 
from Sefer Ben-Sira on the subject. “Ben Sira,” says Mr. Busk, “is the 
Talmud !”

Sir,—In a recent * Note”? you remindel your readers of the time when it was 
comparatively, common for laymen to deliver sermons, I venture to express the 
earnest hope that that time may speedily return, and that we may witness the re- 
vival of a practice which would confer considerable benefits on our community. 

That we are fortunate in having among us scholars whose theological research 
and power of exposition would be fully equal to the task is well known, The names 
of men of the highest ability and reputation will readily suggest themselves, and I 
cannot doubt that some of them would, if called upon, place their services at the 
disposal of their coreligionists. 


Hesitation might possibly be felt from the fear that their co-operation would be. 


viewed with some disfavour by the general body of our clergy, but this feeling, if it 
did arise, would not-last, nor should it weigh, if the scheme be found practicable in 
other respects. It will be admitted that the present concition of most of our 
metropolitan pulpits is simply deplorable, The Spanish and Portuguese Congrega- 
tions, the Great, New, Hambro’, Central, and Boro’ Synagogues have no preachers. 
and, with few exceptions Chow few need not be recorded), the remaining pulpits are 
occupied by ministers who, however worthy of our respect, do not possess those rare 
gifts which enable a preacher satisfactorily to address his congregants weck after 
week, and festival after festival. The result is that their sermons do little good, and 
no little harm, They demoralise the educated adult, and they do not educate, because 
they do not interest, the young, . 

Well might our Delegate Chief Rabbi tell the students of Jews’ College, last 
week, that “ platitudinarianism ” was a far greater danger than latitudinarianism, 
From his enlightened mind no opposition need be feared to the innovation of a 


system which, while subject to reasonable safeguards, would conduce to the well-— 


being of cur synagogues, our nunisters, and our community,

“THE OPENING OF THE DOOR.” 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.,”’ 

Sir,—There is, perhaps, no Jewish custom concerning which more mistaken 
notions have obtained credence, than the ceremony of “the opening of the door” 
on the night of Passover, Ignorance and, the usual attendant upon ignorance, 
superstition, have succeeded in surrounding this custom with many curious associa- 
tions, Perhaps the most mistaken of all the explanations given are those that 
assert, either that the door is opened to give admittance to a supernatural being, or 
to give more effect to, the words of Wn Dw. I beg to submit to your readers 

“both those who do and who do not open the doors, an explanation, which may not 
indeed be the correct one, but which, at any rate, appears to be reasonable, It is 
but too well known that the Jews have been from time to time subjected to fearful 
persecutions on the Passover. Of all the accusations made against them, the most 
absurd, and, at the same time, the most disastrous, has been that the blood of 
murdered Christian children was essential to their service, We have it on the best 
authority that the monks inflamed the populace against the Jews by hiding the 
dead bodies of Christian children in their houses. Timesout of number the family 
circle on Seder evening was broken in upon by scenes of violence, A great point, there- 
fore, was to conduct the service as quietf as possible, The first portion was al ways 
said plainly and quietly as we say it now, but before they could venture to si ng the 

Hallel, our brethren were compelled to send one of their number to the door to ascer- 
tain whether any spies and informers were lurking near the premises, Such an 
interruption of the service and the knowledge of their fearful danger, naturally 
enough aroused in the breasts of the celebrants feelingsof anger and resentment. 
As the family anxiously awaited the return and report of their messenger, their 
pent up indignation found expression in words, and they appealed to God, for whose 
service they suffered, to punish those who so causelessly and brutally oppressed them 
It may be interesting to note that Spanish MSS, of the 13th century have the 
shortest form of {MOF WP’, while the German MSS. of the l4th, 15th, and 16th 
centuries have the longest ; the form, no doubt, originally varying as the circum- 


stances were more or les aggravated, while the Mishna and Talmud have no

His endeavours to obtain a Government grant in aid of the Corfu Girls’ School had 
proved fruitless, and the education of the poorer classes of Jewish girls was there 
fore in jeopardy, The Municipality of Corfu has for the last twelve years suppliel 
a /ocal for the use of the Talmud Torah School, and has paid two masters for in 
struction in Greek. The Executive Committee are continuing their inquiries, with 
the view of improving the financial status of the Corfu. Girls’ School,—M, Frese, 
Head Master of the Damascus School, has made some practical suggestions which 
are now engaging the attention of the Executive Committee, for reorganizing the 
local Talmud Torah School. He adverts to the unsanitary condition of this school 
where from 400 to 500 children are crowded together, The new Girls’ School i 
favourably progressing in every way, and is attended by $3 pupils.—According to 
recent reports from Jerusalem, the actual attendance at the Boys: School was !!

the open air, the women belonging to the first period dwelt in tents, Such a tent 
was called in Hebrew “ohel ($78), and sometimes “ bait’? (my3—Arabic dairy), 


5.) It was divided into two or moreapartments, one being always set apart for the use 
of the female portion of the family. Sometimes each female had a separate tent for 
herself (Gen, xxxi, 33. Compare also Homer, Iliad vi. 247-249.) When travelling 
about in the country, the tents destined for women were fastened on a broad cushion 
(49), and placed on the backs of the camels they were riding upon (Gen, xxxi. 34.) 
The occupation of the married woman was of a multifarious nature, Jlaving risen 
early in the morning, she divided the hours of the day between attending to the 


required for the use of her family. (Prov, xxxi. 15; Homer, Od. x. 221; Virgil 
Georgic, i. 293.) The cooking was also done by the mistress of the house, and even 
women of rank did not consider it bencath their dignity to make themselves useful 
inthe kitchen and the pantry. (Gen. xvill. 6.) Sometimes a nurse was kept ina 
household for the younger children of the family, who was held in great estimation 
by her employers, (ibid. xxxv. 8.) The surplus of the work manufactured by 
themselves the Hebrew women were in the habit of selling to merchants (Prov, xxxi. 
24), and sometimes they gave it freely away to be used for religious parpose. (Ex. 
xvxv, 22.) The unmarried women of those times had, in addition to their domestic 
duties, the task of tending the flock, and of taking them out every day to the well. 
There they spent some hours most pleasantly in company with the damsels and 
shepherds of the neighbourhood, indulging freely in innocent gossip and idyllic 
merriment, (Gen, Ixxx. 10.) On those and all other occasions they moved 
freely in the country, and could even dispense with the veil usually 
worn by Oriental women when out-of-doors, (Ibid. xii. 14.) These di- 
versions were discontinued by them as soon as they entered upen matri-. 
monial life, which they did when comparatively very young (Prov. ii. 7). 
The average age at which they were given away in marriage was between 
twelve and eighteen (Buxtorf, Synag. C.7, p. 143), In some cases courtship pre- 


ceded the marriage, as instanced in the courtship of Jacob and Samson, but usuall y 


it was brought about by the mediation of a third party (Gen, xxiv. 4, xxxvill. 6), 
As to the wedding itself, ao definite ceremonies. were connected with it. On the 
occasion of Rebeccah’s and Ruth’s welding, only a blessing was pronounced by those 
present, and at a later period an oath was added asa kind of ratification of the union 
(Ez, xvi.,18), Indeed, marriage was always considered among the Hebrews os a 
divine institution, and as proceeding from God (Gen. xxiv. 50 ; Judges xiv.4). The

become first visible among the Hebrew women, which, in spite of its faults and 
drawbacks, has certainly contributed a good deal to the elevation of the position of 
the female sex, at large, in modern times, This change was principally brought 
about by the Hebrew women living then mostly in large commercial towns and in 
permanent dwelling-houses, and by their coming in closer contact with the male 
sex of their own and of foreign nationalities than their sisters did before. The 
females belonging to the poorer and middle classes occupied the same room or rooms 
with their husbands, but the wives of the rich and nobles had a separate ret of apart- 
ments for themselves, This set of apartments, called “ harmon ” (jw7n) (Amos iv.3), 
most probably derived from “harem ” (Q°NM) forbidden, appears t> have been akin to 
the modern Harem (Arabic haram, “ to prohibit "’) of the Arabs and Turks, But in 
point of fact, the seclusion of the women among the wealthy Hebrews, was then 
much less strict than among the Persians, Mahomedans and Greeks, Like the 
Grecian women of old (Hom, Od. I. 329-331) did the Jewish ones cecupy the upper 
part of the house, as instanced in Michal and Jezebel (II. Sam. vi. 16; 
Il. Kings, ix. 30); but while the former were not allowed to see 
anyone except their nearest relations (Wieland, Attisches Museum ii. 131), the latter 
moved freely about, and took frequently an active part in public life. As instances 
of this kind may be mentioned Jephtah’s daughter, Deborah, Jezebel, Athaliah, Hul- 
dah, Esther and Noadiah. Deborah and Hannah distinguished thems:lves as compc- 
ser3 Of most excellent odes, being thus the first poetesses on record. There 
were also women who, owing to their skill in lamentation, were often hired to chant 
doleful songs at the funeral processions of persons of high rank (Jer. ix. 18). Some- 
times women were employed by men to plead their cause at the royal court (II. Sam. 
xiv, 2; I. Kings i. 11) ; and on some occasions women saved by their bravery and 
oratorical powers a whole town from destruction (Judg. ix. 53 ; IT, Sam. xx. 18-23). 


. The recreations of the women of those times consisted mostly in raying visits to their 


relations and friends, on which occasions refreshments were offered (Cant. viii. 2) ; 
in bathing in public bathing-places (II. Sam, xi. 2); and in attending the public 
festivals of the towns they liveiin. These were of frequent occurrence, and took 
place at a wedding, when the women assembled in the streets. to watch the gay pro- 
cessionjof the festive guests passing by (Jer. xxv. 10), or during the vintage harvest, 
when, amidst merriment and laughter, men and women danced together to the tunes 
of sweet music (Judg. ix. 27; Is. xvi. 10; Jer, xxxi. 3,4). There were then also 
pleasure-houses in existence which were frequented by women of rank (Micah ii. 9), 
the nature of which is, nowever, not defined. In fact, life was then for a consider- 
able time so gay in the Jewish capital and in other large towns of Palestine, and 
women were then so luxurious in dress and punctilious in etiquette, that we need not 
be surprised at the extravagance in dress we notice among the fair sex in our own 
time. The prophet Isaiah devotes a whole chapter to the description of the various 
dresses and trinkets worn by the Hebrew women of his times, and even as far back 
as in the days of King Saul women dressed in scarlet robes, wiich were ornamented 
with gold. David, in bewailing the death of .that king, says: ‘Ye daughters of 
Israel, weep over Saul, who clothed you in scarlet with other delights, who put on 
ornaments of gold upon your dresses” (II, Sam, i. 24). This extravagance in 
women's toilette continued to exist even in the times of Jesus, and according to 
Edersheim (** Life and Times of the Messiah ”; Longmans & Co., 1884), a lady could 
then get in Jerusalem “ from a false tooth to an Arabian véil, a Persian shawl, or an 
Indian dress,” Like the Egyptian, Grecian and Roman women, so did the Jewish 
ones use precious ointments and perfumes for their heads and dresses (Esther ii. 12: 
Cant.1.3). Thecost of a moderately-sized bott'e of those perfumes is stated to have 
been equal to £6 of English money. Women‘of rank used also cosmetic dyes for the 
eye-Jashes (II. Kings ix, 380; Jer. iv. 30), which made their cyes look larger than 
they were in their natural state. The prophet Isaiah in deriding that practice, says 
that the women of his time were “ lying with their eyes’ (Oy MAFWY from spy", 
Is. iii, 16... The Hebrew term for the paint is ‘ puck ” (WD), being equal in etymo- 
logy to hiyos and focus of the classics. Job’s daughter was called keren ha-puck, or 
“horn of cosmetic paint ” (Job xlii. 14), but it is not stated whether she got that 
name because she was a natural or only an artificial beauty. The number of natural 
beauties among the Hebrew women of old must have been pretty great, since a good 
many specimens of them are introduced to us in the Old Testament. According to 


sister, sun and star, If it be true that the character of a nation is reflected in the 
proverts they use in their language, those found in the Book of Proverbs and in 
other parts of the Bible relating to the worth of women, prove at once the high esti- 
mation in which they must have been held by their Jewish husbands, They joined 
the latter at meals (Jobi, 4) and mixed with them freely on all other occasions—a 
privilege which is withheld from the Oriental women even in the present day. 
From all hitherto stated it will be seen that the common idea as to the low posi- 
tion of the Hebrew women of old is erroneous, She enjoyed at any rate much 
greater liberties than the wives of the highly cultured ancient Greeks. She was more 
thought of than the female sex was in the times of Luther, who, in his Table 
Talk quotes, and as it seems, approvingly an old Latin proverb, which says: tia 
mala, mala pessima, ignis, aqua, femina (‘the worst among evils are: fire, water 
aud woman.’’) And finally, the liberties granted by the Mosaic law to the Hebrew 
woman at large were never found fault with by their contemporary poets and 
prophets, while comparatively modern writers and philosophers, such as Hart- 
~mann, Schopenhauer, and others, grudge the privileges granted to the female 
sex in modern society. In his book, ‘* Uber die Weiber ” (On Women), vol vi. 
-p. 649, Schopenhauer says, that the low position occupied at present by Oriental 
women suits more the female sex than that which is universally granted to 
them in the West. In his opinion it is wrong that women are revered 
and respected by man, since their general. character is ‘but a compound 
of all sorts of human vices, such as_ falsehood, cunningness, and dis- 
honesty. It is true that the Old Testament has also its gossiping (Num. xii, 1), 
over-curious (Gen, ili, 6 ; ix, 26), quarrelsome (Prov. xxvii. 15), and superstitious 
women (I, Sam. xxviii, 8), but they only form a small proportion to the majority 
of model women enumerated in its pages. No better compliments could be paid to the 
Hebrew fair sex than those found in their national literature, a few of which may 
be quoted here in corroboration of the proof intended to be given in this 
paper of the high standing of the Hebrew woman of old. “Whoso 
findeth a wife findeth a good thing, and obtains favour of the Lord” 
(Prov, xviii, 22). “ A gracious woman retaineth honour, as the hand of the indus- 
trious increaseth wealth ’’ (ibid, xi. 16), °‘‘ A virtuous woman isa crown to her 
husband ” (ibid. xii. 4). “ House and riches are the inheritance of fathers ; but a 
prudent wife is from God” (ibid xx, 14),

special sense was Life ; had the Exodus meant nothing more than « release 


from tyranny it would have meant moral death. The Israelite would have 
ceased to be a bondman only to be an Arab. The ransomed slaves tasted, 
as men, the sweets of life, when they were set free ; as a race they felt the 
rapture of living, nay, they lived for the first time, when national . dignity 
accompanied their freedom. 

The suggestiveness of the Feast bears not upon the Past alone. The 
Spring comes again every year, and impresses its influences upon those who, 
for the time, make up the world. Just as its tale is deathless, and finds an 
echo in hearts that are never the same at even two successive repetitions, so 
must the Passover-story awaken in every age a responsive chord in the Jew- 
ish breast. This is the practical truth which may be learnt from the likeness 
between the Season and the Feast. The one exercises a perennial sway over 
human hearts ; the other ought to have an imperishable power of thrilling 
and uplifting Israel’s soul. The cardinal ideas enshrined in the Festival 


should appeal as forcibly to the religious emotions of the modern Jew as they — 


did to his ancestors. Not with precisely the same results, unquestionably ; 
for with the ages men’s thoughts and aspirations must necessarily change. 
But the Passover ought to awaken to-day as much enthusiasm for Israel and 
Judaism as it ever did in the Past. Once it served to make the Israelite 
sorrowfully contrast his own oppressed condition with the Freedom vouch- 
safed to his fathers by the Divine Hand, and to direct his thoughts ‘towards 
the happy time when his lost nationality should be regained. It was thus 
that the Liberty and the Life of which the Passover tells affected the Jew of 
the Past. It brought his own woes more vividly before him ; but it reminded 
him how Heaven had interposed on ‘behalf of his suffering ancestors, and 
thus filled him with renewed trust and hope. To-day the Passover will 
necessarily move us in a different way. With the downfall of oppression al 
need to sigh for deliverance has vanished. It is true that even now the 
Israelite has from time to time to contend with prejudice and even down- 
right hatred.

Shall not the Passover help to revive it? It cannot fail to remind 
us of our present freedom ; shall it not teach us that our liberty can only 
demonstrate how weak we are if it be made the pretext for escaping from the 
yoke of Duty? The nobility of the conqueror is shown by his moderation 
in the hour of victory, the moral strength of the Israelite by his recollection 
in the time of prosperity of his religious obligations. The truth is trite 
enough ; but it needs to be repeatedly enforced. If it seem old-fashioned, 
the fault lies not in the truth, but in ourselves. Success is working 
the mischief which adversity could not effect. Social and political freedom 
has brought in its train a latitude in religious matters which threatens to 
place Judaism in the gravest peril. For too many Jews the security and 
equality which they have at length obtained represents the final objects of 
their corporate endeavours. There are no more worlds left to conquer. Israel 


may relax his efforts, and sink down into inactivity and forgetfulness. What 


does it matter if his religion—the heritage preserved through thousands of 
years by the devotion, too often by the life-blood, of its custodians—decays 
inch by inch, and dies at last? What does it matter if Israel 
himself becomes nothing but ‘the shadow of a great name”? 


If the Jew of the Middle Ages - 
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The hour of prosperity has struck—the Messianic age has dawned— 
there is nought to be done but to revel in its joys! Alas for Judaism if 
such a gospel find general acceptance. The time of struggle and devotion 


is not past. The old conditions have vanished, but Jewish duty remains the 


same, Instead of the crushing blows of oppression it is the insidious allure- 
ments of prosperity which have to be fought against. At least as much 
religious fervour is demanded from the Israelite of the present as his 
ancestors of the sad, cruel Past were called upon to display. They had to 
defend Judaism from external foes, he must save it from himself. 
Such is the lesson which the Passover suggests with the idea of Liberty. 
But Life, too, forms part of the message of the Festival, and this may help 
to complete its practical teaching. Ransomed Israel lived, in the best sense 
of the word, when, with Liberty, he acquired a national character. And, so, 
if the Israelite’s weakened attachment to his faith is to be reinvigorated, he 
he must learn to think of himself as a member of a nation—of a nation that 
has already done great things, and that is still reserved for great things. The 
prevailing defect of our generation is, that it looks neither back nor forward. 
The Past has no memories for it, and the Future no hope. And yet, what 
history is nobler or more inspiring than Israel’s? Small though our race 
has been, it has never been insignificant. The place it has filled in the world’s 
annals has been too vast for that. It has left an indelible impress upon 
the intellectual progress, above all upon the religious thought, of the best 
sectionof mankind. It has borne itsclf heroically in many a moral struggle 
with themightiest conquerors. It has cherished a principle in its heart of hearts, 
and cheerfully endured for that principle the pangs of martyrdom. Is it a small 
Shall not the thought of what Tsrael has 
been, and what he has achieved, inspire those who to-day bear that naie, 
with a reverence for their national Past—nay, with an abiding affection for 
the religion which was the mainspring of all its nobility and heroism ?

The Feast we are now celebrating commemorates for us the birth of 
nationality and the most thrilling episodes in the long and eventful history of our 
race.

To pro- 
duce that enthusiasm, and so to make all that the 
ancient times live again, another want must be  suppliced—a_ deepey 
love for Israel’s history. The Passover teaches no more obyious truth. Two 
nights since the father narrated to his children the events which 
culminated in the Exodus.

Such a linking of the heart that beats to-day with those that throbhed, now 
with anguish and now with triumph, more than thirty centuries ago, 
be effected in respect to the whole of Isracl’s annals. Nay, it must be 
the hearts of the young as well as of the old that are bound by ties of 
interest and affection to their people’s Past.

In 1774 a Hebrew text and German-Jewish translation of the Hagadah wag 
published in London. This appears to be the first’work of the kind published in 
England ; it is, at all events, the earliest contained in the British Museum library. 
Four years later the Hagadah was again issued in similar form. In the mean- 
time, a Mr, Alexander had seized upon the idea of producing an English transla- 
tion. His qualifications for the task were of the slightest; the Hebrew he 
did not always understand, his English was more than questionable. It is lament- 
able that the task of translation fell, at the outset, into hands so incompetent, for 
by a strange fate most later efforts seem to suffer by being more or less based 
upon this first edition. The translation, we are told, was finished by Mr. Alex- 
ander in 5530 (1770), but the earliest copy we have seen is dated 1787. The 
translator's English is not only cumbersome and inelegant, it is full of positive 
blunders. On the title-page we are informed of the authorship of the translation, 


~“to which is added several Commentary Explanations thereon.” Among the 


directions on page 3 occurs this choice specimen : ‘ While he gathers the pieces 
of bread which are laid for him he doth not speak ; after saying the above 
blessing and done gathering, says as follows.” 33° our author renders “ shall 
be destroyed,” in defiance of the context. The following extract is even mor> 
characteristic : “ Therefore no leavened bread, or any eatables or drinkables that 
are made of anything of grain, of matter, that is leavene/, is eaten, during that 
time.” We hear, not without surprise, of “the cake which lays in the dish,” 
that we must partake of “ horse-reddish,” that “we eat setting or leaning,’’ and

It is a sad fact that Alexander’s translation passed through several editions, 
appearing ina fourth edition in 1806,in a fifth in 1808. In 1794 had appeared 
David Levi's translation, an immense. improvement upon Alexander’s but very 
earclessly printed and not free from serious error. “On all other nights we may 
eat any specics of herbs, but on this night, it must all be bitter herbs.”

In 1815 a quarto Spanish translation, by Meldola, was published in Londom, 
and in 1831, a much improved edition (typographically speaking) of Isaac Levi's 
work. Between that date and 1860 (at about which time the Rev. A. P. Mendes. 
published his version), no independent translation seems to have been attempted. 
Isaac Levi's version is still the one very commonly used, but in the course of 
time it has received one or two amendments, certainly not for the better. The 
curious change in the directions, “* Washing the hands, Breaking the cake, Eating: 
the Horse Raddish, Bringeth the meat,” is one of the annual surprises thak gneets 
Most remarkable of all is, however, 
the inversion in Psalm 136, of verses 10 and 11, which results in the declaration 
that the Israelites were redeemed from among the sun, moonand stars.

GREAT EALING ScHoot.—The Rev. Prof. Marks presided on Sunday last at 

the distribution of prizes and certificates to the pupils of Great Ealing School. 
‘here was a very large gathering of ladies and gentlemen. The principal proceed- 
ings of the day were preceded by an excellent entertainment, comprising dramatic 
performances in French and German, recitations, and instrumental music, which 
gave a number of the pupils an opportunity of displaying their talents as linguists and 
musicians, From a report subsequently read by the Principal, the Kev. John 
Chapman, who observed that the history of the past year had been eminently satis- 
factory, it appeared that the number of certificates gained by boys of the Great 
Ealing School as the result of public examinations, had shown during the past year 
an increase both in number and in quality. Two boys in the sixth form had taken 
the Senior Oxford University Certificate, entitling them to be ttyled Associates of 
Arts of that University. The JuniorCambridge Local Certificate had been awarded | 
to four boys, the Trinity College Certificate to three, and Certificates of the College 
of Preceptors to eleven, of whom seven were placed in the First Division. Prof. 
Marks then delivered an address, in the course of which, after expressing his per- 
sonal satisfaction and gratification at the excellent results he had that day witnessed 
of the good work undertaken by the Rev. John Chapman, he said that in recog- 
nizing the contrast between Jewish schools as they were in his youthful days, 
some sixty years ago, and the academy in which the company were then assembled, 
he hardly knew how to fix upon an expression sufliciently comprehensive to fill up 
the gap. At the time of which he spoke, knowledge was fettered and its extension 
restricted to one or two Universities. The light of knowledge was then considered 
to be the charter of two Universities which closed theirdoors to all who cid not con- 
scientiously subscribe to fixed doctrines. Time, which had set so many things 
right, at }ength wrought a beneficent change. In 1829 the London University, sub- 
sequently known as University College, obtained a charter, and opened its door to all 
comers. How the Jews had profited by this boon, and how many of them had shed 
lustre on their alma mater, it was unnecessary for him to tell his hesrers, An institut‘on 
such as University College was however suited only to young men, but for younger 
Jewish children, the Jewish schools continued to be conducted in the old effete 
manner, with a curriculum far below that of the Board tchools of the present day. 
It was long hoped that a schcol like a Harrow, an Eton, or a Rugby might be estab- 
lished for Jews. But parents held on to the old schools, for it was rightly felt that 
for children of tender age, moral and religious training should go hand in hand with 
secular education. It had been left for the Rev. John Chapman to supply the want, 
and from what he (Prof. Marks) had been enabled t» see, the reverend Principal had 
successfully taken care that moral and religious instruction harmonised with intel- 
lectual culture, That so many pupils had passed their public examinations showed 
that the curriculum was broad and generous, and that it embraced ancient cla sical 
literature was no mean advantage. Prof. Marks concluded hisaddress witha few earnest 
words of advice to the scholars, and then proceeded to the distribution ef the 
rewards, On the motion of the Rev, J. Polack, seconded by the Rev. John Chapman, 
both of wlom highly eulogised Prof. Marks’s labours for the intellectual advance- 
ment of the Jews, a cordial vote of thanks was passed to the reverend gentleman.
